... These tremendous demands on 
our water, supply do . not 'Include 
use of water for. irrigation— a de- 
mand which in ilsclt could vir- 
tually use up all of our water. If 
our population grows at such high 
rates that it becomes national 



policy to let out all the slops on 
increasing crop 'production, this 
one factor would have the largest 
conceivable impact on our water 
supply. 

When' considering these 'In- 
creasing demands for water, it is 
important' to remember that our 
water supply Is a constant, limit- 
ed resource.

After debating for only an hour 
on. the Omnibus Crime BUI includ- 
ing provisions prohibiting inter- 
slate and mail order sales of re- 
volvers and pistols, the U. S. 
House- of Representatives devoted 
3 days arid a Hotel' of almost 22 
hours of debate on a bill which 
includes rifles and shotguns in 
such interstate moil order pro- 
hibition s.^ 

In several respects the' latest 
gun_ control measure lends to 
weaken existing law by (a) ex- 
empting various forms of ammu- 
nition from Federal control, -(b) 
permitting certain movements of 
arms and ammunition to mem- 
bers of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation^ and .others for marksman- 
ship contests and other purposes, 
and (c) permitting interstate pur- 
chases where, a gun-owner claims 
that- his weapon is inoperative or 



amendments offered to the gun 
control bill of which 47 received 
House approval. . After .careful 
scrutiny, it may be that other 
amendments will have a further 
weakening effect on this' federal 
legislation. 

Two amendments offered by 
this , Member of Congress, would 
have strengthened the Federal 
legislation, namely: ■• (1) An a- 
mendment to require the registra- 
tion of handguns (pistols and re- 
volvers) and <2) A proposal to en- 
courage State statutes for the li- 
censing of gun-owners. 

The amendment' for registra- 
tion of handgunstook into account 
the fact that most sportsmen use 
rifles and shotguns. These fire- 
arms were excluded from the 
registration . requirement. The 
amendment was directed at revol- 
vers and pistols; the weapons 
most frequently used in the com- 
mission of crimes of violence In- 
cluding burglaries, robberies, and 
homicides. 

In the last-43years sales of 
handguns have almost tripled, 
with- many of these weapons 
reachin g the hands of criminals 



and militant elements~dedieated 
to violence. and lawlessness. 

Most citizens of the Nation, in- 
cluding many gun-owners, appear 
to favor such legislation. In ad- 
dition, the principle underlying 
hand gun registration has the 
backing of the International Asso- 
ciation' of Chiefs of Police as well 
aY the. Director of the Federal 
Investigation, .Ji Edgar Hoover.

and possession of guns by (a) 
narcotic addicts, (bi alcoholics, 
(c) criminals, fd) juveniles and 
fe) other unfit or irresponsible 
persons. The amendment provid- 
ed further that if States failed to 
act by Sept. 1, 1970, then the Fed- 
eral standards would apply with- 
in those States, and gun-owners 
would be required to apply for li- 
censes through Federal firearms' 
dealers. 

In refusing to support this 
amendment, a majority of the 
House of representatives appear- 
ed to act contrary to the position 
of most gun-owners — including 
members of the National Rifle As 
sociation— and also against tho 
position, of the majority gun man- 
ufacturers. . In presenting . this 
amendment to 'the House of 
Representatives, this Member 
called attention to a joint state- 
ment, by ■ the major gun manu- 
facturers presented to a. Senate 
Subcommittee. The statements-ex- 
pressed support for "Firearm 
Owners Licensing statute *lo pre- 
vent , the, ownership and posses- 
sion of firearms by unfit persons 
such as minors, criminals, men- 
tal incompetents, . narcotic ad- 
dicts, and alcoholics.!' 

Adoption of such an amend- 
ment would' have encouraged all 
50 States to pass gun-owner li- 
censing statutes similar to those 
of the State of Illinois and of 5 or 
6 other major States of the Na- 
tion. The rejection of this a- 
mendment means that individuals 
within all but a. few States may 
purchase and sell firearms (other 
than by mail order and across 
State lines, notwithstanding 
criminal records, incompetency 
or other conditions of unfitness 
or irresponsibility. 

Almost 20,000 deaths by private- 
ly owned firearms, occurred in 
the United States last .year and 
this record will' probably be 
broken in 19GB. The registration 
of handguns and the licensing of 
gun-owners will not end crime, 
and will not prevent all firearms 
from. reaching. the hands of crim- 
inals. Still, it seems certain that 
legislation of this type would aid 
our low enforcement -officers in 
the campaign against crime and 
would produce greater, safety for 
our law-abiding citizens. __ 

It seems most likely- that laws 
to req uire the licensing of gun- 
owners— to~assure — that — only~Tfit 
and responsible persons are 'per- 
mitted to purchase or own fire- 
arms—will be enacted soon, in- 
deed, the Chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, Congress- 
man Emanuel Celler " of New 
York, has given assurance that 
hearings on both the subjects of 
gun registration, and gun-owner 
licensing, will be scheduled at an

IRS Explains $100 
Tax Deposit Rule 

' Employers who will owe. more 
than $100 when they file- their 
second quarter returns, due July 
31, -for withheld Income and So- 
cial Security taxes should pay 
through tho Federal Tajj Deposit 
system rather than to the Dis- 
trict Office, according to E f C. 
.Coyle, Jr., District Director of 
Internal Revenue Service. 

Previously, Mr. Coyle explain- 
ed, the undeposited taxes due at 
filing time were 'paid to the IRS 
District*, Office with, the return. 
Under the new rule,^ the payments 
are to be made through the Fed- 
eral Tax Deposit System, but the 
return is still to be filed with the 
District Office. . * 

Through the Federal Tax De- 
posit' system, the employer sends 
his payment to on authorized 
commercial bank that processes 
his-payment'. through a Federal 
Reserve bank. The Federal Re- 
serve bank then notifies the IRS 
of Uie employer's payment.

"Yet, despite .this admitted 
need for additional road, money, 
the Legislature continues to turn 
first to the highway fund when 
seeking financial aid," he said.
